Candidate for the Distinguished Community Service Award 


Robert Walrath Tufts, A.B. ’40, Professor of Economics and Government 


The candidate will be presented by Paul Achiel Dawson 


Professor of Government 


A.B., Oberlin College, 1940; M.A., Fletcher School of Law 
and Diplomacy, 1941; further post-graduate study at Fletcher 
and the School of Advanced International Studies; Ph.D., 
Johns Hopkins University, 1961. A Phi Beta Kappa graduate 
of Oberlin College, Robert Walrath Tufts has been a faculty 
member since 1953. He began his career in government ser- 
vice, working as an economist for the U.S. State Depart- 
ment’s Office of Strategic Services in 1943; he then became an 
economist for the State Department’s Policy Planning Staff. 
He was a member of the U.S. delegation to the Paris Peace 
Conference after World War II, the Working Group on the 
Marshall Plan, and the staffs of Adlai E. Stevenson’s 1952 
and 1956 Presidential campaigns. During his years at 
Oberlin, Tufts has continued his work in government. For 14 
years he was chief consultant to the Subcommittee on Na- 
tional Security Operations for the U.S. Senate Government 
Operations Committee. In 1980, he was invited to present an 
extension of his study of the National Security Council to the 
Naval War College. This study, originally written at the re- 
quest of President Truman, is one of the many government 


documents and reports that he authored and co-authored. 
His community involvement also has been outstanding. Dur- 
ing the 1970s, Tufts led two important fights to protect the 
quality of life in Oberlin. He successfully led the opposition 
against the expansion of the Lorain County airport, a pro- 
posal that would have resulted in a facility larger than Cleve- 
land Hopkins Airport with flight paths over the Conserva- 
tory of Music. He also was instrumental in preventing the 
construction of a nuclear power plant in Berlin Heights, 
Ohio. He serves on the board of directors of Allen Memorial 
Hospital and is active in several community and college orga- 
nizations. Tufts’ recent work includes a study for the Rand 
Corporation on the Ohio Edison decision to abandon the 
Erie nuclear power plant; an analysis of the demand for nu- 
clear power in Northeast Ohio, in part based on his testimony 
as an intervenor in an Ohio Public Utilities Commission hear- 
ing; a study of economic policy to correct market imperfec- 
tions in the health care market; and a study of the use of 
energy in agriculture.

FLORA LEWIS 


B.A., University of California, Los Angeles, 1941; M.S., Co- 
lumbia University School of Journalism, 1942; honorary 
doctorates from Princeton University, Mt. Holyoke College, 
Bucknell University, and Columbia University. An award- 
winning journalist and author, Flora Lewis has covered for- 
eign affairs for the New York Times for nearly 15 years. Her 
40-year career has taken her to numerous European cities, 
including London, Paris, Warsaw, Prague, Bonn, Berlin, 
and the Hague, as well as Mexico City and Tel Aviv. She be- 
gan her career during her college days as a campus correspon- 
dent for the Los Angeles Times, and during World War II, 
she covered the Navy and the State Department for the Asso- 
ciated Press. Before joining the New York Times in 1972, she 
wrote for numerous publications, including the Observer, the 
Economist, the Financial Times, France-soir, Time maga- 
zine, the New York Times Magazine, the Washington Post, 
and Newsday. Her work also has appeared in numerous 
books, anthologies, and magazines. She started as the Paris 
bureau chief for the New York Times, became a European 


diplomatic correspondent, and is now a foreign affairs col- 
umnist. Lewis is the author of three books: Case History of 
Hope (1958), Red Pawn (1963), and One of Our H-Bombs Is 
Missing (1967). Among the many awards she has received are 
the National Press Club’s Fourth Estate Award for her life- 
time contributions to American journalism (1985); the Ma- 
trix Award for Newspapers, awarded by New York Women in 
Communications, Inc.; the UCLA Alumnae Award of Excel- 
lence (1984); three Overseas Press Club awards, two for for- 
eign reporting (1978, 1962) and one for magazine reporting 
(1956); the Award for Distinguished Diplomatic Reporting 
from the Georgetown University School of Foreign Affairs 
(1978); the Edward Weintal Prize for distinguished reporting 
on American foreign policy and diplomacy (1978); the Aspen 
Institute’s Award for Journalistic Excellence (1977); and the 
50th Anniversary Award from the Columbia University 
School of Journalism (1977). She is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


JOHN ROWLAND BROWN, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


A.B., Oberlin College, 1933; M.A. Oberlin College, 1935; Sc.D., Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 1939; Advanced Management Program certifi- 
cate, Harvard University Business School, 1963. John Rowland Brown de- 
voted his 35-year career to chemical research, serving most recently as director 
and vice president for research and development at Colgate-Palmolive Com- 
pany (Piscataway, N.J.) until his retirement in 1973. He also has served as vice 
president of research and development at Spencer Chemical Company (Kan- 
sas City, Mo.) and Lambert Pharmacal (St. Louis, Mo.), technical director of 
Prophylactic Brush Company (Florence, Mass.), and assistant director of re- 
search at Esso Laboratories, Standard Oil Development Company, (Eliza- 
beth, N.J.). He was an instructor of chemical engineering at M.I.T. 


CHRISTOPH VON DOHNANYI, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


Completed conductor’s examination, Musikhochschule, Munich, West Ger- 
many, 1951; additional study at Florida State University, 1952. Christoph von 
Dohnanyi is the sixth music director in the 68-year history of the Cleveland 
Orchestra. This winter, he led the Orchestra on an internationally acclaimed 
European tour. Born in Berlin, his family was active in the opposition to the 
Nazi regime. Both his father and his uncle, the theologian Dietrich Bonhoef- 
fer, were imprisoned and executed for their work against Hitler. Dohnanyi 
began to study piano at the age of five. He intended to pursue a legal career, 
but his plans were changed when he won the Richard Strauss Prize for Compo- 
sition and Conducting awarded by the city of Munich. He spent a year in this 
country studying music with his grandfather, Hungarian composer, pianist, 
and conductor Ernst von Dohnanyi, who was artist-in-residence at Florida 
State University. He also studied conducting at Tanglewood while Leonard 
Bernstein was teaching there. He returned to Europe and accepted the position 
of coach and conductor for opera and ballet at the Frankfurt Opera under Sir 


WILBUR JAMES GOULD, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


B.S., Harvard University, 1941; M.D., New York University Medical School, 
1944. A pioneer in the interdisciplinary study of human voice capabilities, 
Wilbur James Gould is recognized for his extraordinary contributions to the 
knowledge of how the human voice functions. A practicing physician, he has 
devoted his life to combining medical science and the performing arts. Inter- 
nationally recognized as an otolaryngologist, teacher, and scientist, his work 
has inspired cooperative ventures among medical specialists, educators, and 
others interested in voice function as it relates to the professional voice user. 
He is the founder and director of The Voice Foundation in New York City; this 
organization is the major impetus for vocal research in laboratories through- 
out the United States. He also founded and directs the Vocal Dynamics Labo- 
ratory at Lenox Hill Hospital in New York and the Vocal Research Center of 


He is an honorary member of 
the Oberlin College Board of Trustees, on which he served actively from 1963 
to 1984. A member of Phi Beta Kappa and Sigma Xi, he also served on the 
boards of trustees of Kean College of New Jersey, the Pingry School, St.

Association. He is a member of the American Chemical Society, the American 
Institute of Chemical Engineers, the Society of Plastics Engineers, the Society 
of Chemical Industry, the American Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, and the American Management Association, among other professional 
organizations. 


Georg Solti; eventually he became the artistic and musical director of the 
Frankfurt Opera. He also has served as general music director in Luebeck and 
Kassel and as director of the West German Radio Symphony Orchestra in 
Cologne. He was appointed artistic director and principal conductor of the 
Hamburg State Opera in 1978 and held that position until 1984, when he as- 
sumed the directorship of the Cleveland Orchestra. Dohnanyi’s numerous 
guest engagements in Europe and the United States have included appearances 
conducting opera at La Scala, Covent Garden, and the Salzburg festival; in 
Paris, Berlin, and Vienna; and with the Metropolitan, Chicago Lyric, and San 
Francisco opera companies. He also has been a guest conductor for all the 
major European symphony orchestras; the Chicago, Pittsburgh, St. Louis, 
and Detroit symphony orchestras; and the New York Philharmonic. In addi- 
tion to the Richard Strauss Award, he has received the Bartok Prize awarded 
by Hungary, the Goethe Plaque awarded by the city of Frankfurt, and the 
Award for Arts and Sciences given by the city of Hamburg.
